TT3 HARDOURS’AND RESOURCKS, 

Since Japan should have no difficulty In 
maklog good the cession or conquestof Formosa, 
and by her occupation will thas miatertatly 
change the complexion.of things in the China 
Seas, {t may be worth while glancing at the 
various conditions under which she enters on 
ber new dominion—auch as the state of tha 
country, the condition of {ts harbours, and tho 
, volome of [ta foreign trade. That the affairs of 
Formosa socially and commercially are far 
behind those of Ching or Japan there can be no 
question; for although there is a rallway existing 
or projected over a long extent of the west coast, 
stil thera are throughout the island no roads 
Ppropesly so called, no navigablo rivers, no canals, 
and‘no good harbours for effectually fostering 
trade, auch as exist in China by the score. 
|, Agalo, though Formosa bas an extensive area 
of some 14,000 square miles and a popula. 
tion exceeding 2,503,070, two-thirds of the 
latter are) a savage. people, while an ‘equal 

roportion of the former is mountala-covered 
est or fmpenetrable joogle, The only produc- 
tivo flat land to be found {s chiefly up and down 
the west coast, extending Intand not more than 
20 miles, where the mountains commence, and 
reach an altitude in some cases of 12,000 feet, 

The aboriginals, of whom there are nearly 
two mnlilfon, belug to the Malay, or Polynesian 
race, do not take. kindly to any form of labour, 
and for four cecturies they have lived at bilter 
feud with the Chinese people and Government, 
Independent: of thele. somewhat Indolent and 
“savage character, the geographical formation of 
the island favours such a conditfon, the exst
